In the R-3, R-P, C-1 and 
M-1 zones, inspection and Certificates of Occupancy 
are required not less than every two years.

Food distribution 
set for Feb. 24 

On Feb. 24, government surplus food 
will be distributed in Sierra Madre at the Senior 
Citizens Center Memorial Park, 222 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd., 1 to 3 p.m. to Sierra Madre 
residents only. 

Each head of a household will be eligible 
to receive a five-pound bag of flour and a two- 
pound jar of peanut butter. 

Eligible recipients must be low-income 
persons over 18 years of age. Individuals may 
pick up for one person other than themselves, 
if they have a note from that person stating 
their name, address, phone, social security 
number and the name the person they have 
delegated to pick up the food. 

Recipients are urged to bring bags or sacks 
to be used in packaging the food.

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Dominoi’s redecoration, 
hiring to take 32 days 

If all plans gel properly, Domino’s Pizza 
should be ready for business in 32 days. 

Keith Hanson, project manager, told The News 
Tuesday morning that the redecorating should take 
22 days, before the company takes over the 
store, then they will take 10 days to train the staff. 

“They plan to hire a manager in two weeks,” 
and, Hanson said, they will hire people from the lo¬ 
cal area to man the store. 

On Tuesday morning work began. Signage, 
Thompson said, will be the traditional Domino’s 
logo toward the top of the building. 

“The company is anxious to be complementary 
to what businesses are already here,” Thompson 
said. 

Bob Ruiz owns the building and signed a lease 
with the franchise company that will be responsible 
for the new lake-oui pizza business. 


This is the second in a series concerning Sierra 
Mad re’s bond issue. 

One of the questions being asked regarding 
the recently-approved $8.4 million revenue bonds 
is what the Sierra Madre City Council plans to do 
with the money. 

As we noted in Part 1 of this series, only 
$4.26 million of the $8.4 million is currently avail¬ 
able for city projects, with $1.25 million held in a 
special escrow fund to be released only if the two 
funds - water and CRA - which will be paying 
off the bonds can increase 25% on the next three 
years. 

One of the requirements for the bond issue 
was the submittal of a plan for spending this 
money and the Sierra Madre Financing Authority 
(SMFA) - (the new entity comprised of the five 
members of the City Council to handle the bond 
projects) drew up a list of needed improvements, 
which add up to more than the amount available. 

Listed under the CRA portion of bond pro¬ 
jects are the current addition to the police and fire 
facility, the new fire truck, Mariposa parking lot. 
Parking District #1, civic center lot. Sierra Vista 
Park handicapped restrooms and improvements 
at the city yards. 

The CRA project list totals $3,425 million and 
S2 million of that is slated for the central business 
district. 

The project list for the water fund portion of 
bond monies includes continuation of the replace¬ 
ment of outdated water system. Phases I and II have 
already been completed, at a cost of a little over 
$1 million and the new list includes completion of 
throe additional phases at a cost of SI.5 million. 

The second part of the water fund allocation 
from bond monies is devoted to street improve¬ 


ment, again in three phases, at a cost of SI 
million. 

By tradition, the council has avoided taking 
money from the water fund for other purposes. 
Taking $1 million of bond money, which will be 
paid for entirely by the Water Department, for 
street repairs is a departure from this time-honored 
tradition. 

It means that the Water Department will now 
be paying for street improvements, as well as its 
own water system and water rates will be sub¬ 
sidizing projects previously supported by property 
taxes. 

What do the council members have to say about 

this? 

Mayor Clem Bartolai stated, “We felt it was an 
absolute necessity to get a handle on other major 
needs, and therefore, a change in the tradition 
was necessary.” 

Councilman George Maurer said, “If it is ne¬ 
cessary to rob Peter to pay Paul, then we have to 
do it. We felt it was a necessity because of past 
neglect - the only way to put our streets into 
usable condition.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler agreed, adding, 
“We have enough money to operate and maintain 
the water system. I don’t see our water fund as a 
separate entity. I see our city funds more like 
family money.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow added. “The city 
has a meager income from taxes. Hopefully, with 
our new study of fees and licences completed, we 
can increase our income from that source. Water 
is our only other source of income.” 

Councilman Roy Buchan agreed, statii^. “The 
Water Department is not bcti« hurt by this. The 
whole water system is being upgraded. THe new

State Senator Newton 
R. Russell (R-Glen- 
dale) said recently 
he is co-authoring legis- 

I lation aimed at limiting 
the number of bills Legis¬ 
lators may introduce.

held in reserve lor some time.” 

Others do not agree with these views. Among 
them is former Councilman Sam Simpson, who 
initiated and shepherded the initial phases of the 
rehabilitation of the water system and is adamantly 
opposed to taking money from the Water Depart¬ 
ment. 

He feels that water funds should be used 
strictly for water purposes; water rates should be 
based solely on the needs of the Water Department 
and not used to subsidize other city functions. 

He believes that the $2.5 million currently in 
the water fund’s retained earnings is sufficient to 
continue operation and rehabilitation of the system. 
He feels we should have used the current annual* 
net profits in the Water Department to accumulate 
necessary monies for future improvements, rather 
than committing them to paying off bonded in¬ 
debtedness, especially when it includes projects 
oiiiside the responsibilities of the Water Depart¬ 
ment. 

Whatever projects the council chooses from the 
plan list, it has only three years in which to 
commit itself and have the money appropriated. 

Another $580,000 of the bond money must be 
spent on low and moderate income housing and the 
tlnce-yeai limit applies to this as well, according 
to t ity Administrator Jim McRea. As of now, the 
council does not even have a plan for the spending 
of this money. 

A number of citizens worry that the council 
has bitten off rather a large mouthful of projects 
to get on the drawing boards in just three years. 

In Fart Ill we will take a look at the reasons 
why the council chooses to approve bonds which 
do not require a vote of the people.

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Heard blips lately? Ifs a ham radio operator

Have you ever noticed a large metal antenna 
looming high over someone’s home and wondered 
just what it was for? Is it for TV reception?... 
For talking to truckers on CB?...For drying clo¬ 
thes? 

In many cases, what you’re looking at is an 
amateur radio antenna that’s connected to the short¬ 
wave station of a local amateur radio operator, 
or “Ham Operator,” as they’re often called. Just 
what is a ham, what do they do and how do 
they do it? 

Amateur radio operators are average folks with 
a keen interest in communications, electronics, ra¬ 
dio, television, radio astronomy, and most impor¬ 
tant, the desire to talk to other hams around the 
world to share their interest with just about any¬ 
body who’ll listen. After passing an exam about 
simple electronic theory and mastering the Morse 
Code, any citizen can be granted an amateur radio 
licence bv the FCC. There is no age requirement. 


Kids 6-years old can become hams, as can 90- 
year-olds. And they do. 

Here is what makes ham radio so interesting. 
Licensed amateurs are permitted to use up to 2000 
watts of transmitting power and may use any an¬ 
tenna they like. The FCC has reserved numerous 
frequencies for exclusive use by amateurs and these 
“bands” are coordinated with other countries on a 
world-wide basis. 

With the flip of a 'witcii, a ham can be in 
contact with another ham across the street, on the 
opposite coast or literally on the other side of the 
world. From Sierra Madre to Monrovia, California 
or to Monrovia, Liberia. 

Want to talk to the South Pole? How about 
live color TV pictures from Australia? No problem; 
It’s all possible, and done every day by ham radio. 
Seeing sunspots 

The last few years have been exceptionatty 
exciting for many amateur radio operators because 
of the number of sunspots. Sunspots,are the result 
of solar flares on the sun and, believe it or not, 
they greatly affect ham radio. In fact, they affect 


all kinds of radio communication. 

Sunspots cause changes in the atmosphere 
which determine how far a radio signal can travel. 
Every 11 years, there is a pronounced peak in 
sunspot activity, which enhances a ham’s ability 
to talk to places many thousands of miles away. 

In 1987, this sunspot activity began to rise. 
It was excellent in 1988, and it should peak some¬ 
time in 1990. Between now and then, hams all over 
the world will be taking advantage of this ex¬ 
ceptional opportunity to communicate with far¬ 
away places. 

One result of high sunspot activity is the abi¬ 
lity to communicate thousands of miles, using 
only moderate transmitting power. One local ham, 
Paul, whose amateur call sign is N6IBP, has been 
able to talk to other hams in 236 foreign coun¬ 
tries using only 100 watts of power. Think about 
it - the amount of power used to light a light 
bulb can put you in contact with someone 12,000 
miles away, Paul’s accomplishment is even more 
exciting when you consider that he lives in a con¬ 
dominium, This limits the size of antenna he can 
use. It’s about the size of a regular TV antenna.

Hams are competitive (as are most super-de¬ 
dicated hobbyists) and often compete in contests. 
How many foreign countries can you contact? 
How many hams can you contact in a 24-houi 
period? How many hams can you contact by 
bouncing your signal off the moon? How many 
ham TV operators can you see on the special 
amateur television frequencies? (In color, of course.) 
How many hams can you contact by connecting 
your computer to your ham radio? Do you think 
FAX machines were invented by businessmen? 
Hams have been sending pictures via radio-FAX 
for decades. There are awards and trophies for 
dozens of aspects of this exciting hobby. 

Favorite sunspot activity 

The favorable sunspot activity is bringing 
with it an increase in the number of amateur 
radio operators who are operating their equipment 
in search of a signal from an elusive, hard-to- 
find country. You may wonder if this has any 
effect on regular TV or radio reception. Usually, 
it doesn’t. If you live next to a ham, you might 
experience a few buzzes or beeps when your TV 
is on, but this is the exception, rather than the 
rule. In most cases, just mentioning it to your 
ham-neighbor will be all it takes to eliminate the

problem. 

Most interference can be stopped by the in¬ 
stallation of an inexpensive filter. In Sierra Madre, 
we’re fortunate that most residents use cable 
TV, rather than conventional TV antennas, which is 
less susceptible to interference. 

In any case, hams are usually a friendly bunch, 
who will do whatever it takes to keep the neigh¬ 
bors happy. Don’t be afraid to ask, but be pre¬ 
pared to have a proud (and conscientious) ham 
give you a tour of his radio station. Be careful - 
you might get hooked into this super-hobby your¬ 
self.

Hastings Library 
scheduies seminars 


The Hastings Branch 
Library is becoming a 
cultural focal point for 
residents of East Pasa¬ 
dena bringing to both 
adults and children pro¬ 
grams of personal en¬ 
lightenment. Last week, 
every day included pro¬ 
grams delightful for the 
edification of library 
patrons. 

Dr. Sheryl Osato lead 
off a discussion on “Un¬ 
derstanding Memory 
Loss.” A relaxed, ser¬ 
ious crowd heard her em¬ 
phasize that casual day- 
to-day misplacement of 
things, lost glasses, for¬ 
getful of an appoint¬ 
ment is normal memory 
loss; but, not recogniz¬ 
ing friends and relatives, 
becoming lost in the 
neighborhood, and for¬ 
getting how to perform 
simple tasks, is often 
enough to require pro¬ 
fessional evaluation. 

She did say that pro¬ 
longed anxiety can af¬ 
fect memory. Good health 
can go a long way in 
maintaining memory 
functions. Nutrition can 
also affect memory, she 
said. 

Dr. Osako is on the 
staff of Fuller Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary as a clinic¬ 
al psychologist. She re¬ 
ceived her Ph.D. degree 
from the University of 
Hawaii. She was one of 
the speakers in Has¬ 
tings’ Over 50 plus pro¬ 
gram. 

On last Tuesday, one 
of the more prominent 
children’s consultants 
who teaches teachers as 
well as parents about the 
reading habits of child¬ 
ren provided a fine pro¬ 
gram for some 70 par¬ 
ents who gathered at the 
Hastings Library to en¬ 
rich their knowledge of 
the reading habits of 
children. 

Marilyn Carpenter has 
the M.A. degree from 
Claremont College and 
has been involved in 
children’s reading library 
work for over 20 years. 
She returns to Hastings 
Library Tuesday, Feb. 
21 and 28, to continue 
her four-session reading 
series. 

She explained the im¬ 
portance of creating an 
atmosphere at home to 


encourage reading. 
“You get children to 
read by reading your¬ 
self,” she said. “This 
year is the year of the 
young reader,” she point- 
out. She continually re¬ 
minded her listening au¬ 
dience that the more one 
practices the skill of rea¬ 
ding, the better one gets. 

She pointed out that 
30% of the adult po¬ 
pulation is illiterate, 
cannot read directions 
on how to put things 
together. She stressed 
that children should 
know about the public 
library and that reading 
material should be avail¬ 
able at home. “The single 
most important activity 
for children is reading 
aloud to them.” 

Last Wednesday mor¬ 
ning and Thursday after¬ 
noon, the usual children 
story time attracted young 
tots with their mothers to 
hear stories read aloud. 
This regular event has 
been on the program since 
the library’s establish¬ 
ment some 30 years ago. 
An open house Feb. 15 
will review early lib¬ 
rary days. 

On last Saturday, a 
bouncy effervescent, 
ebullient Cora Burns 
Forcell sang, danced, 
told stories and read 
from prominent child¬ 
ren’s literature at an af¬ 
ternoon meeting with 
children. She introduced 
children to the black he¬ 
roes of the West and told 
about black cowboys 
and pioneers. 

Forcell has the M.A. 
and M.L.S. degrees from 
Louisiana State Univer¬ 
sity, has recently come 
to the Pasadena Lib¬ 
rary system from the LA 
County Public Library, 
where she was black re¬ 
sources librarian. She 
read from “Justin and 
the Best Biscuits in the 
World,” by Mildred 
Walter and served bis¬ 
cuits and strawberry 
jelly donated by Popeye’s 
Famous Fried Chicken 
and Biscuits. 

The cultural activi¬ 
ties at Hastings are al¬ 
most unlimited, accord¬ 
ing to Donna Watkins, 
branch librarian. A little 
bit of something for 
everyone.

The controversy over 
Hastings Ranch pro¬ 
posed zone changes con¬ 
tinued last week at a 
public hearing in Pa¬ 
sadena City Council 
Chambers by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

The meeting was chair¬ 
ed by Guillermina Byrne, 
chairperson of the Pasa¬ 
dena Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

Attendees generally 
favored that additions be 
limited to one-story in 
the area. There were 
comments that second 
stories would block 
views and hurt property 
values. Terms of the new 
proposed ordinance were 
presented by Nancy Hu- 
tar. Assistant Planner of 
the City Planning De¬ 
partment. 

One resident was in 
favor of building larger 
homes regardless of 
whether neighbors ap¬ 
proved or not. His ar¬ 
gument was that families 
with children need more 


space. His name was not 
ascertained. 

After considerable 
talk, decision on the pro¬ 
posed ordinance was 
postponed and referred 
back to the staff for fur¬ 
ther study, particularly 
in relation to a proposed 
grading ordinance now 
being worked on. 

As an alternate com¬ 
mission chairperson, 
Byrne suggested a land¬ 
mark overlay district 
might be formed. Chap¬ 
ter 17.52 of the city 
rules established details 
for establishment of an 
LD landmark district. 
Among many factors, 
the uniqueness of the 
area must be considered 
and a petition bearing 
51% of the property 
owners in the proposed 
district must be pre¬ 
pared. 

The procedures are 
quite detailed and pro¬ 
vide for appointment of 
a landmark district re¬ 
view committee.

bond money will become the Water Department 
construction fund, freeing up the old bond con¬ 
struction money in the water fund, which has been 

cupancy. Health, safety and/or safety conditions 
will be noted in the ordinance and enforced only 
when noticed as part of the occupancy and zoning 
review. 

Bob Burns was vehement when he described 
Pasadena’s ordinance “nightmare inspection.” 

Barbara Burlison said, “Owners can’t react to 
such a vague ordinance. What is the cost? Do we 
have enforcement to support such an ordinance?” 

Louise Gelber said that the ordinance is half- 
written. “Among other problems, nothing is spelled 
out. How will it be paid, by a business tax, gen¬ 
eral fund or by the owners?” 

Linda Haque described the “horror” of the 
Pasadena ordinance that has “shot” the inspecting 
fee from $7 to $51 and has augmented the inspec¬ 
tion form from one small page to two full pages of 
questions.” 

She said, “Sierra Madre is not Pasadena. 
Here is a community where we can talk to each 
other. We don’t need a larger government . . . Has 
a need been established? . . . This ordinance should 
be tabled, then if the City Council deems it is 
necessary, let’s form a task force of members ot 
the Apartment Owners Association, appropriate 
city personnel, realtors and other interested property 
owners in the city.” 

Murray Thomas accused the Pasadena bureau- 
racy into taking away $530,000 value from his 
property. 

Glen Cato, vice president of the Foothill 
Apartment Association, said, “Basically, the in¬ 
spection ordinance in Pasadena is a mess.’ He 
pointed out that if a residence is Oked by the city 
inspector and a fire breaks out immediately there¬ 
after and someone gets hurt, the property owner 
and the city of Sierra Madre must be prepared for 
litigation. 

Kathy Braun warned the city that if she had to 
pay a great deal more for inspections, that what is 
being rented to senior citizens for “the lowest rent 
in town” would have to be raised to a price that 
seniors probably could not afford.” 


Contractor’s Site Standards 
Ordinance No. 1051 

Councilmen Andrew Roy Buchan and George 
Maurer made the motion to introduce Ordinance 
No. 1051 for second reading by title only and to 

adopt the ordinance. 

The ordinance requires and regulates by the 
establishment of site standards, new contractor 
and/or owner builders site standards during the 
scope of site construction, development or improve¬ 
ments. 

Some of those include the need for business 
license and vehicle tag, making sure rubbish is 
cleaned up around the site, seeing that the residen¬ 
tial character of the neighborhood is maintained 
during construction. 

General Plan Ad Hoc Committee 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler made the motion 
to request that City Administrator Jim McRea seek 
bids for inviting a professional consultant to iron 
out some of the problems and answer questions 
brought to the council by members of the General 
Plan Ad Hoc Committee. 

Edith Dane and Margaret Buckner explained 
that the group, appointed by the City Council six 
months ago, discussed the possibility of creation 
of a historic overlay zone but had neither voted on 
it nor were in a postion to recommend it to the 
City Council. 

“The General Plan and its probable illegality 
overshadows everything else,” Dane said. 

We feel we want to make sure it’s legal. We 
question the city plan,” Buckner said. 

McRea pointed out that the city was “at odds 
with the state concerning compliance,. . . . that the 
“housing element” must be reviewed every five 
years. The housing element deals with the city’s 
“fair share of low to moderate income housing.” 

“The General Plan is a legal document now 
because the Planning Commission and City Coun¬ 
cil said so,” McRea said. “We must amend the Gen¬ 
eral Plan, amend the Zoning Ordinance or find that 
they are consistent. This must be done by July and 
reviewed by the state.” 

The consultant’s commission will be to pro¬ 
vide guidance and direction to bring the General 
Plan in compliance and direct people to accomplish 
this goal. 


Mayor Bartolai summed up the discussion .... 
“Let’s let the consultant tell us how to do it.” 

Grandview project moved back 

Because Southern California Edison has “dis¬ 
covered problems” in the reconstruction of Grand¬ 
view Ave., the project has been moved back 60 days, 
McRea told the council. “We need an on-site meet¬ 
ing with the public works director, Edison and the 
gas company,” he said. Work will not begin until 
late March. 

Orange Grove in limbo 

McRea reported that he is hoping for a proposal 
from Arcadia city manager and engineer for the next 
City Council meeting, in two weeks. The possible 
Orange Grove widening and curbing caused great 
consternation at the last City Council meeting with 
about 250 individuals voicing their concern. The Ar¬ 
cadia City Council has not yet held a public meeting 
concerning the street that is shared by both cities. 
Mariposa Parking Lot update 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow questioned why 
B.S.I., the design and construction company work¬ 
ing on the Mariposa parking lot, is not up to speed 
with the project. “Let’s find out why they have slip¬ 
ped 30 days.” 

McRea said they had done four weeks work 
in 10 weeks and were at 50 percent of the work 
progression at this point. 

“If this keeps on going, we’re not looking at 
an April completion. We’re looking at July,” Crow 
said. 

Councilman Maurer made the motion to desig¬ 
nate Sierra Madre Blvd. as an ingress only and 
“to get along with the plans” to complete the 
parking lot on the south side of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
There will be a drainage easement beteen the city, 
the parking district, CRA and the property owner 
of 90 N. Baldwin. 

Main Street update 

Main Street Project Coordinator Ron Hudson 
announced that Pat Noyes, Main Street State pro¬ 
ject coordinator, would be in Sierra Madre Wednes¬ 
day, Mar. 8, for the day, and he invited the City 
Council to meet with the state coordinator. A sche¬ 
dule will be set up and announced. 

Tree ordinance 

Councilwoman Fowler made the motion to send 
back the prospective tree ordinance to the committee 


working on it, to give them recommendations 
and to request that it come back for a study ses¬ 
sion in 45 days. Mayor Pro Tern Crow asked that 
Attorney Charles Martin give the group feedback, 
also. 

Street Capital Improvement Program 

Councilwoman Fowler made the motion to ini¬ 
tiate plans and specifications for the continuation 
of street improvement projects that are set in the 
1988-89 budget. The city, the Sierra Madre Finan¬ 
cial Authority, the C.R.A., issued revenue bonds 
in the amount of $8,410,000 to assist this program. 

The program is scheduled for a three-year 
period to use $1,892,325 for water and street im¬ 
provements and for $2,255,770 for infratructure 
improvements. 

The water improvement projects are tied to the 
street project since the water improvement precedes 
the latter. Phase II of the street project ties with 
Phase IV of the water project. 

Separate stories next week will discuss the dis¬ 
posal of surplus equipment, discussion on the film¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre, capital outlays and the em¬ 
ployees’ associations.
